M Groundless Fears 

Mr, Blue declared that there had| 
been considerable discussion concern- 
ing the nationality of immigrants 
coming into Canada, and statements | 
had been made that this country was 
fast losing its British associations, He 
Stated that this was a condition that} 
could never occur, and pointed out as | 
an filustration the manner in which | 
the immigrants to the United States 
had united as a nation 

“There are no more 
in the world than these citizens of 
the United States, and there is no 
reason why immigrants coming into 
Canada cannot be assimilated into 
the Ife of this country. 

He praised the work being done by 
the Canada Colonization Association, 
and also that accomplished by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway tn opening | 

the great provinces of Western 
Janada, and asserted that if the peo- 
ple of Canada had a full knowledge 
of the history of the railway company 
that there would be fewer grumbles 
against that corporation in connec- 
tion with its various activities 

More Immigrants Needed 

“What is needed in Western Can- 
ada today,” continued Mr, Blue, “are 
more immigrants and more railways, | 
but until we have accomplished the | 
settlement of our fertile prairies it | 
will not be possible for the railway 
companies to give us the service that 
is really necessary for our full de- 
velopment,” 

“It is a pity,” stated Mr. Blus, 
“when 400 men come into Edmonton
